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GREENWICH has the second 
biggest reduction in crime on the 
buses according to the latest 
figures from Transport for 
London. 

The figures for 2009/10 show that 
crime on buses in the capital has 
fallen by eight per cent - the 
lowest level in six years. 

Despite an increase in passenger 
journeys over the last five years, 
the rate of crime has fallen 
across the capital in several 
areas. Vandalism is down by 37 
per cent in the last year and 
violence against the person has 
dropped by ten per cent while 
robberies went down by eight per 
cent. 

In Greenwich bus-related crime 
is down by 30 per cent compared 
to the year 2008/9. 

For 2009/10 incidents of criminal 
damage fell from 173 to 122, cases 
of violence against the person 
dropped from 285 to 195 and the 
number of robberies fell from 151 
to 62. 

Overall, there are almost 2,000 
police officers and police 
community support officers 
dedicated to the bus network in 
London. 

Locally, the fall is being 
attributed to an increase in 
officers working from a police 
transport hub at Woolwich 
Arsenal.

THE World Cup is 
finally over and 
now we can 
concentrate on the 
real football - and 
that means The 
Valley.

Cable car plan 
for Greenwich 

Five-minute run would carry 2,500 passengers an hour

PLANS for the UK’s first 
urban cable car provide a 
much-needed new river 
crossing between the 
Greenwich Peninsula and 
the Royal Docks, offering 
spectacular views along 
the Thames. 

The proposals being 
developed by Transport for 
London (TfL) would provide a 
privately-funded, fully 

accessible cable car for 
pedestrians and cyclists 
which would cut travel times 
between The 02 and ExCeL - 
two major Olympic and 
Paralympic venues. 


The cable car would cross 
the river at a height of over 50 
metres, with spectacular 
views of the Olympic Park. 

It would take around five 
minutes to travel between The 
02 and ExCeL. 

The cable car - which would 
be subject to planning 
permission by Greenwich 
Council - could provide a 
crossing every 30 seconds, 
carrying up to 2,500 
passengers per hour in each 
direction, equivalent to 50 
buses per hour. 

Council leader Chris Roberts 
told GT: “In principle, 
Greenwich Council supports 
any measures that increase 
access across the river, but we 


are conscious that this is not a 
substitute for the Silvertown 
and Gallions Reach Crossings. 
We have yet to receive the 
planning application for the 
scheme but we will ensure

that Greenwich residents are 
consulted on the proposals." 

The scheme is being 
proposed in response to the 
Mayor of London’s desire to 
increase the number of river 
crossings east of Tower 
Bridge. 

It is one of a number of 
initiatives being considered 
and could open ahead of the 
2012 Games, subject to 
funding and planning 
permission being secured. 

The cable car would be a first 
for the capital, and the only 
urban system in the UK, 
seeking to replicate the 
success of cable cars in many 
cities across the world such as 
Lisbon and Barcelona.

Whoever you speak to 
will assess what help you 
need and whether or not 
we can help. We’ll help 
you decide the best way 
to get that help and we 
ight not be able to solve 
all problems on the 
spot, but you’ll have a 
better idea of what can 
be done. And if we 
don;t know the answer, 
we’ll know someone 
who does!” 

He added: “Between 
us, we rsponded to over 


17,000 requests for advice last 
year, and took on over 1,900 
cases, helping our clinets to 
enforce their rights. Last 
year, we helped Greenwich 
residents to be better-off by 
£3.2million.” 

Tony was disabled and 
could harldy stand up but his 
claim for Disability Living 
Allowance was turned down. 
He was put in contact with 
Plumstead Law Centre which 
heled him appeal against the 
decison. The law centre 
helped Tony to claim £151.30 
a week and he was awarded 
over £8,000in back payments. 

He said: “I have been turned 
down twice for DLA in the 
past and without the Law 
Centre’s help I would have 
been fobbed off again. I have 
been abe to buy things for my 
home, and the extra money 
helps me to pay for transport 
to get around.”

“Years ago I got nervous, but 
not now - if someone put me 
up for the show, I’d just go.” 

Harry has been singing all of 
his long life, starting in a duo 
with his father working at the 
Old Kent Road Astoria. 

He loves making people 
happy, bringing cheer to 
shoppers at Morrisons with 
versions of Frank Sinatra’s 


‘My Way’ and ‘Delilah’ by Tom 
Jones. The tenor said: “I got to 
know the girls who work on 
the counters in the cafe and 
they would say, Are you going 
to sing today Harry?’ 

“It gradually grew until the 
manager found out, and he 
asked me to have a charity 
bucket to collect money. 
When he came back later to 
count the money there was 
£300 pounds in it. People were 
putting five and ten-pound 
notes in and telling me how 
wonderful it was that I was 
singing to raise money for 
charity.” 

He’s had quite an impact at 
the store. Customer Miranda 
Lawrence enthused: “He’s 
fantastic, and has a very 
strong voice for his age.” 
Friend Ann Jefferson agreed: 
“He’s an amazing 
personality.” 

Cafe worker Wendy Johnson 
added: “He cheers everyone 
up. When he sings the whole 
shop goes quiet and everyone 


claps.” 

And it’s not the only singing 
he does. Harry said: “I’ve been 
doing it for three years or 
more now. I go to Morrisons 
almost every day at 11.30 in 
the morning, and once a week 
I go to Brook House care home 
and sing to every person in 
there. 

“They are all bedridden in 
there, and they love it, they 
do.” 

He puts his own rude health 
down to abstinence from 
alcohol (despite working for a 
brewery most of his life), and 
a good diet. 

“My doctor says, ‘I don’t 
know what you do Harry, but 
keep doing it and you’ll live to 
be a hundred!”’ the spritely 
pensioner added - “I’m bloody 
marvellous they reckon - and 
I’m still here! 

“I don’t drink or smoke, and 
I eat plenty of broccoli and 
beetroot which is good for the 
heart. I’ve had a great life. I’m 
a lucky man and I’m still 


singing.” 

Indeed, he’s had quite a life. 
As well as the music he played 
football for England boys, 
before going on to Millwall 
and Crystal Palace before 
World War Two broke out. 
Through the conflict he was a 
bouncing bomb “aimer” in a 
Lancaster Bomber. 

It was only a concussion he 
sustained while doing his 
duty for king and country 
that scuppered a professional 
football career, leaving him 
with impeded vision and 
wearing glasses. 

Harry moved to 
Thamesmead in 1982, and 
watched his new house being 
built. He lost his wife eight 
years ago, but says he loves 
the community spirit and can 
count on his neighbours if 
he’s ever in trouble. 

“All my things are here and 
it’s my home - I get by,” he 
said, before breaking into 
song: “I’ll get by, As long as I- 
ve go-t yo-u.”

School report 

Major cuts affect building programme

THERE was mixed news 
for Greenwich schools last 
week following the 
government’s plans to 
make major cuts to the 
national Building Schools 
for the Future (BSF) 
programme. 

More than 700 schools across 
the country will no longer 
have their school rebuilt or 
refurbished. The list of 
cancelled projects includes 
four schools in the borough - 
Blackheath Bluecoat, Eltham 
Green, Kidbrooke and 
Shooters Hill post-16 campus. 

Cllr Jackie Smith, Greenwich 
Council’s cabinet member for 
children and young people, 
told GT: “We are obviously 
very disappointed that some 
schemes will not progress and 
that a number of our schools 
will now be left without the 
necessary funding that they 
needed to enhance their 
facilities. 

“We are also concerned that 
the questions around the 
accuracy of the published 
information has caused 
additional uncertainty and 
confusion.” 

The ongoing construction of 
new schools at Crown Woods 
and Thomas Tallis are not 
affected, and the existing 
plans for The John Roan, 
Eltham Hill and Plumstead 
Manor schools are also 
protected. 

Building works at Crown 


Woods and Thomas Tallis are 
progressing well and the new 
schools are expected to open 
at the end of April, 2011, and 
October, 2011. 

The John Roan School is 
being refurbished and rebuilt 


on its existing sites. The 
building on Maze Hill will 
have a major refurbishment, 
while the Westcombe Park 
Road building will be 
demolished and rebuilt. Work 
is expected to start in late 




autumn, 2011. 

Plumstead Manor and 
Eltham Hill refurbishment 
works are also underway and 
major building works begin in 
October, 2010, and January, 
2011.

Majella, who gives up 90 minutes 
twice week, has learned a lot herself 
over the last three years. She said: 
“You find that every child is an 
individual and responds to different 
things.

“The most exciting time comes 
when a child asks you: ‘Can I read 
this book?’ That’s

June 28 to July 1. 

Not Sure?.. .Don’t Open The 
Door’ was the message at the 
heart of the exercise 
designed to raise public 
awareness about the 
doorstep callers. 

Around 40 traders were 
stopped during the operation 


and it was discovered that 
two of the traders had 
knocked on the door of a 
Greenwich resident stating 
they had loose roof tiles. 

The traders were also given 
advice on their legal 
obligations as well as seeing 
if they were involved in any 
suspicious activity such as 
rogue trading work. Checks 
were also made on whether 
they were working whilst 
claiming benefits illegally. 

Evidence suggests that 
distraction burglary is 
linked to rogue trading who 
often travel vast distances 
across the UK to commit 
offences. This highlights the 
importance of having a 
national operation such as 
‘Operation Liberal’. 

Rogue traders often prey 


on the elderly and 
vulnerable who fall victim 
to loosing vast sums of 
money for work that is 
substandard, unnecessary 
and overpriced, and the 
council also issued the 
following advice to 
residents: 

• Beware of trader’s cold- 
callers especially when say 
that you need urgent work 
done on your property 

• Be careful when 
responding to flyers dropped 
through your letterbox 

• Avoid paying cash up-front 
- if possible try to agree on 
when payments will be 
made (e.g. pay 50% when 
half the work is completed 
satisfactorily) 

• Get three written quotes 
before choosing a trader 


Cllr Maureen O’Mara, 
Greenwich Council’s cabinet 
member for environment and 
community safety, said: “We 
fully support this initiative 
and want to make sure local 
residents do not fall victim 
to any rogue traders or 
scams. I would urge people 
to be vigilant and to pass on 
any crucial information to us 
which will prevent others 
from being scammed.”

T HE prestigious morning, high 
up in a brand new conference 
room in Mitre Passage on the 
Peninsula, was built around 
two solid themes of 
“welcome” and of “aspiration”. 
Ravensbourne, the digital media 
and design college, is being 
welcomed to Greenwich this 
summer. 

It will shortly be moving into its new 
building next door to The 02 Arena, 
ready for the start of the autumn term. 

Together, Greenwich Council and 
Ravensbourne worked with young 
people to create a special “design 


challenge” for primary schools within 
the Plumstead “cluster”. 

With a few “leads” and plenty of 
encouragement from Ravensbourne 
tutors, the Year 5 children have created 
3D models for their ideal city space - 
featuring hotels and apartments, shops, 
businesses and leisure zones. There was 
a water-wheel, lots of viewing towers, 
solar panels, wind turbines and 
subterranean parking too. 

As the council told contestants, it was 
all about getting a fresh, new perspective 
on urban regeneration - “using a magic 
wand on something that was like 
Cinderella before, or using the idea of 


‘transfomers’.” 

T he competition was judged by Cllr 
Denise Hyland, the council’s 
cabinet member for regeneration, 
enterprise and skills, 

Ravensbourne tutors Layton Reid 
and James Ward, and Susie Wilson from 
Lend Lease, one of the organisations in 
the Greenwich Peninsula Regeneration 
Partnership. 

They each gave marks for creativity, 
shape and structure; appropriateness to 
location; layout and links with 
surrounding environment; visualisation, 
including use of materials and working 
to scale, and overall presentation. 


Timbercroft primary in Timbercroft 
Lane were top point-scorers and 
delegates went away with new holdalls, 
certificates and THREE different 
plaques for their school! 

But Cllr Hyland told everyone: “You are 
ALL winners here today - and it’s the 
participation that counts!” 

She told GT: “What a superb event this 
is, bringing together primary schools, 
further and higher education in the form 
of Ravensbourne, and business in the 
form of the Peninsula’s Regeneration 
Partnership.” 

She added: “It’s also good news that 
Ravensbourne are very keen to expand 
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)ased their ideas to adults from both the education and the business 
le of the vibrancy and enthusiasm of these “new kids on the block”... 



from this pilot project.” 

So... what did the budding urban 
planners dream up? 

Timbercroft’s community space 
revolved around 10-year-old Aaron’s 
“outside in” office building with a tree in 
the foyer to give energy to the rest of the 
site. 

Aaron told us: “Everyone likes winning 
- but I thought some of the other 
buildings that other people showed here 
today were spectacular as well. It was 
amazing to come to such a great 
building. It was very exciting and we all 
felt very important to be there. It was a 
great experience.” 


T here was an Olympic-standard sports 
centre, and a luxurious triangular 
hotel, complete with silver staircase, 
called “TriLux’, both from 
Timbercroft; Rockliffe Manor School 
had a range of sculptured designs, including 
an art gallery, sports centre and football- 
shop - not forgetting a ramp for the disabled 
; Eglinton pupils worked around an office- 
block Tower of respect’, topped with a 
beacon light; Greenslade’s layout was on a 
water theme, including a couple of 
swimming pools, a beach and an aquarium; 
St Margaret’s CE school in St Margaret’s 
Grove included a church with its own 
community hall; and Plumcroft’s plan was 


totally futuristic, putting buildings on legs 
and linking them with slides and escalators, 
and even a climbing wall! 

Layton Reid, who is head of the ‘Ideas’ unit 
- comprising interior design, environment, 
architecture - at Ravensbourne, told GT: 
“Kids are really interested in ‘mixing’ uses 
close together. They want shops, along with 
little libraries and cafes. They think of 
things in a holistic way. 

“I think there is clearly a lot of creative 
talent in this borough! Maybe it’s the water 
here - but theirs is something here that 
makes these kids want to engage with the 
new look. 

“Greenwich is changing - and that change 


has certainly galvanised the whole 
community. Everyone wants to move 
forward, the children want to do things 
differently’, and that’s what Ravensbourne 
is all about too.” 

Students aged over 16 at Charlton Special 
School in Charlton Park Road are also a part 
of this design challenge. Each pupil has 
already had three short workshops around 
the ideas, and they ’re planning to stage their 
own presentation in the autumn. 

• RAVENSBOURNE is due to move into its 
uniquely-tiled new college at 6 Penrose Way, 
SE10 OEW on the Peninsula by the end of 
September, and the first students will be in 
on October 25.

Housing applicants are placed within 'Bands’ according 
to the Council’s policy for letting homes. Your band 
information is on the letter that the Council sent you when 
you registered, or when your circumstances changed. 

Property adverts say which band can apply and any other criteria. 
When all the bids are received, the property is then offered to: 

For properties advertised for band A and band B 

the applicant who has had this priority status for the longest time. 

For properties advertised for band C applicants - 

the applicant who has been registered on the Council’s list for the 
longest time. 


Band 

A is for applicants in unsatisfactory housing, including 
people moving due to demolition and those 
underoccupying their homes. 

B is for applicants the council must prioritise according 
to the law, particularly homeless people, and others 
with an urgent need to move for medical or welfare 
reasons. 

C is for all applicants on the housing register, including those 
that are in priority bands A and B.

DURING their 1 970s heyday, 


Lynyrd Skynyrd emerged as 
S&W the one of the greatest 


practitioners of Southern 
American rock. Theirtriple-guitar

The performance includes every 
Skynyrd classic from ‘Gimme Three 
Steps’ and ‘Tuesday’s Gone’ to the 
ultimate rock sign-off with ‘Sweet Home 
Alabama’ and ‘Freebird’. And so, having 
recently completed a sell-out UKtour in 
March, including an emotional return to 
the Hammersmith Apollo, Skynyrd 
stands “still unbroken” in 2010. 

“People may say, ‘they need the money,’ 
welll don’tthinkany of us need the 
money,” Van Zandt says. “It’s just that we 
love the music, it’s biggerthan the 
money, it’s not even about that any more. 
We have to make a living, sure, but it’s 
about the legacy of Lynyrd Skynyrd, and 
what it stands for, what the fans are all 
about. There’s nothing like getting out 
there playing a great show with Skynyrd 
and seeing people love this music.”

1 motor show last 
year I saw the new 
SLSAMG 

Mercedes super car, and during 
the press conference there was 
talk of an all-electric version of 
the gullwing mega car. But surly 
an all green electric version 
would result in low performance 
and shocking range on a single 
charge or does it? You see, the 
AMG division of Mercedes is not 
known for its slow cars. 

So a brand new electric drive 
train for the SLS, happy named 
“E-Cell”, means you can 
purchase one of the coolest 
super cars out there and not feel 
like you are personally 
responsible for flooding Holland 
every time you take it out for a 
spin. But how good can it really 
be - could you see yourself 
walking past the award winning 
V8 petrol car, and asking to test 
drive “an electric SLS”? I was 
sure that this was an exercise to 


keep the Green party happy and 
not a real alternative to petrol. 
However after reading the stats 
for this car I realised that a lot of 
the numbers matched up with 
the standard model. Take the 0- 
60mph time: most electric cars 
cannot even get to 60mph but 
this thing gets there in four 
seconds which is only 0.2 of a 
second slower than the V8. This 
is done by placing two motors 
on each axle making the power 
distribution more even and 
more direct. Along with is 
mental acceleration the power 
output of the E-Cell SLS is a few 
kW less than the petrol version, 
add to this some weight 
shedding and the end result is 
like for like performance, 
something I thought was still a 
good five years away. 

In order to get the most out of 
the 324 lithium-ion polymer 
batteries, AMG has included a 
few simple energy saving 
touches. Things like full LED 
headlamps - which use a

But 
while trailing Rose (Emily Blunt), 
his next intended victim, something 
deep inside him, long forgotten and 
long ignored, begins to stir. 

Rose is a small time con artist 
whose latest scheme - the sale of a 
forged painting - has swept her way 
out of her depth and straight into 
the path of Victor. Touched by her 
beauty, sensuality and spontaneity, 
she is everything he is not and, 
much to his confusion, he is unable 
to complete his assignment instead 
becoming her protector. 

Together, Rose and Victor - who 
pick up joint-smoking, drifter, Tony 
(Rupert Grint) en route - flee 
London to avoid the rathersinister 
attentions of a replacement 
assassination team ultimately 
finding themselves in Maynard’s 
peaceful, clean but utterly soulless, 
country residence. 

The characters make the most of a 
simple storyline, their interaction 



good - particularly given their 
divergent characters. Nighy is 
excellent - tight, taut and sexually 
neutral, hermetically sealed 
emotionally like the plastic dust 
covers systematically covering his 
furniture. Blunt is equally good, 
confident, sensual but at times 
touching and vulnerable, 
emotionally needy in her own way. 
Grint is theirfoil, incompetent and 
accident-prone but unintentionally 
helpful and even keen to become 
Maynard’s apprentice. The actor is 
competent enough, but he now 


needs to consider future roles 
carefully if he is to avoid becoming 
typecast as the stereotypical, 
bumbling buffoon. 

The line between comedy and 
tragedy isfine one, and here it is 
crossed by each of our trio on their 
involuntary journeys of self- 
awareness. Maynard’s realisation 
of the futility and emptiness of his 
existence - never more acute than 
when listening to teach-yourself- 
French CDs in bed late at night; 
Rose hiding her insecurities behind 
short term relationships and her 


kleptomaniac tendencies, and 
Grint himself, the little lost lamb in 
search of its parents. Director 
Jonathan Lynn - perhaps best 
known for Nuns on the Run (1990), 
cleverly underplays this element - 
it is, afterall, a comedy- butthe 
occasional tragic moments 
nevertheless provide a powerful 
backdrop to the comedy. 

Verdict 

Amusing, touching and very funny 
in parts. Definitely worth seeing. 
8/10
